Congress. How this happened or the reason for so strange a deviation is not and perhaps can never be known.” These $20 bills were printed on weak, thin white 
paper furnished by Benjamin Franklin. The left end of the bills had a polychrome multicolor anti-counterfeiting device that gave the notes a distinctly different 
appearance. They were also considerably wider and shorter than any other Continentals. The back of this example, as on all known pieces, is inverted. The italic 
grade number has been assigned for “Minor Restorations,” which seem to refer to repairs of a few minor edge nicks. The marbling is medium wide with excellent 
color, and both the red and brown signatures are extremely strong. The appearance of the note is spectacular, with none of the heavy rebuilding or dark aging 
that is often seen on this important type.

20097 Massachusetts November 21, 1708 40s Contemporary Counterfeit PCGS Extremely Fine 40. 

To anyone’s best knowledge, no genuine notes of this issue survive. PCGS has graded three examples, all contemporary counterfeits. PMG does not list any 
examples in their population report. The three that PCGS has graded are all italic or apparent and the grades do not appear in the population report. This one is 
a beauty, minus a few small splits. After being off the market for many decades, this note is now making its third appearance in the last fifteen years. After being 
part of the Boyd collection, it was sold by Stack’s as part of the Western Collection in 2004 and again in 2011 as part of the Bunker Hill Collection. The note is the 
plate note from the Newman book and the current edition quotes the price realized from Stack’s May 2004 sale as $9,775. 

From the Cherry Blossom Collection (10,000-up) 

Starting Bid: $5,000 
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20098 Massachusetts June 20, 1744 1s PCGS Very Fine 35. 

This is a rare note no matter what the grade. PCGS has only graded this example and an XF 40 while PMG has graded a single example, a Good 4. PCGS assigned 
the italic grade to this note due to minor restorations and small stains. Friedberg does not price this issue in any grade. The Newman reference prices these start- 
ing in VG at $7,500. PCGS assigned the italic grade due to minor restorations and small stains. These are of little consequence when we are looking at a wholly 
intact virtually VF example of a note where any denomination from the series is rarely seen better than poor, if at all. This piece offers both rarity and history. 
This issue was for funding military campaigns against Cape Breton and Louisbourg in Canada. (10,000-up) 

Starting Bid: $5,000 
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20099 Massachusetts May 25, 1775 16s PCGS Very Fine 30. 

This vibrant note is part of a historic series of American paper money. There was a 25 year break in issuing paper money in Massachusetts after 1750. In 
this time period, the Colonial Americans were becoming independent minded, and also more American than British. The appearance of Massachusetts 
currency evolved to reflect these nationalistic sentiments. Paul Revere cut the copper plates for this issue, engraved with an “American Paper” indent at 
left. PCGS’s hole punch cancelled notation refers to two modestly sized hole cancels. The sharp signature of Henry Gardner is not pen cancelled. A very 
beautiful example from this historic Revere engraved issue. This example was once part of the Eric P. Newman Collection that we auctioned in May 2017 
where it brought $1,410. It is also the highest graded PMG example.

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20100 Massachusetts May 25, 1775 18s PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

One of the finest examples we have handled of this rare and extremely popular issue. This piece is particularly desirable as a much larger portion of the vignette 
indent remains visible and the margin remains all around. This note is one of the Massachusetts issues that was engraved by Colonial patriot and silversmith 
Paul Revere. The indent at the left shows a codfish in the midst of vine designs, and has the words “American Paper” printed at the bottom. This particular 
example has a fairly large piece of the indent remaining, and shows the last three letters of the word “American” and the full word “Paper.” Rare in all grades, this 
piece is high in the census despite its obvious use. In fact, this is the highest graded by PMG by 15 grade points. The tears mentioned on the third party label are 
small and inconsequential.

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20101 Massachusetts August 18, 1775 4s Sword in Hand Note PCGS Choice New 63. 

In its last public appearance, this note was called, “Possibly the Finest Known Example from the Entire Series.” In the seven intervening years, no information to 
the contrary has surfaced and we will take that statement one step further by changing “possibly” to very likely. The note is simply stunning on every level. It has 
the appearance and vibrance of a note that was just recently printed as opposed to one approaching 250 years old. The two signatures are executed in contrasting 
blue and brown inks and both are as bright as the moment the pen was lifted from the paper. We are tempted to use the word flawless, although the note does 
have four very minor mounting marks in the back corners. They are immaterial enough to have not been mentioned by PCGS. We have handled any number of 
rarer and more valuable Colonial notes, but for sheer historic impact, this magnificent piece simply cannot be surpassed. In its last auction appearance, the note 
fell just shy of the $40,000 mark, which was well under what we considered the other auction house’s realistic estimate of $60,000-$80,000. The Colonial market 
has been essentially sideways over the past seven years, but the market for truly significant Americana has increased fairly dramatically. We are conflicted as to 
this note’s actual value and will not know until the hammer falls what the buying public’s opinion is. We will estimate it right near its last auction realization with 
a strong suspicion that number will prove conservative.

Starting Bid: $20,000 
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20102 Massachusetts August 18, 1775 6s PMG Very Fine 20. 

After the copperplate notes, the next several series of Revere engraved 
and printed notes were the “Sword in Hand” types issued across four 
dates. This August 18, 1775 issue is the first of those four issues. The face 
of the note is mostly text with a small ship vignette at the lower left, vary- 
ing by denomination. The backs used the iconic patriot wielding a sword 
with his right hold while holding a copy of the Magna Charta in his left 
hand, presenting an impressive image on the money during the period. 
Most genuine “Swords” are low grade, but they all have historic charm 
and many have interesting plate subtleties. This six shillings example 
was heavily used in commerce, as is typical for the lower denominations. 
PMG has not net graded the note, but has included the word, “Stained,” 
on the back of the holder. While technically accurate, the stains are few 
and very minor.

This 48 Shillings/$8 note is from the very scarce Small Sword in Hand issue, 
where the patriotic vignette appears on the face of the note. This is the highest 
denomination of the issue and lists for $10,000 in EF in the fifth edition of the 
Newman reference. That price is out ahead of the market, but it is indicative 
of the true rarity of this note in high grade. This is the highest graded exam- 
ple of this note that we have ever auctioned. A look at the PMG and PCGS 
databases tell us that our current offering is also the highest graded among 
the two major grading services with no equals.

Starting Bid: $2,500 
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20104 Massachusetts October 16, 1778 Vertical Strip of Three 6d, 1s 6d, 2s PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

A beautiful strip of Codfish notes. All three notes and the strip itself have earned the PMG 64 grade. In the early 70’s there were perhaps a dozen strips from this 
issue floating about the marketplace, many of which had weakly printed backs. This strip, unlike most of the others, is boldly printed on both sides. Many of the 
strips have been cut up to create high-grade individual notes, and those that have not been cut have been absorbed into long-term collections, as they are almost 
never seen on today’s market. The backs of these Codfish notes were printed by Thomas Fleet using cast cuts, and were often weak and/or smeared. On this strip, 
both sides are razor sharp, and the smearing is very minimal. The face plate was engraved by Paul Revere, and the faces were printed by him. Our most recent 
sale of one of these strips graded 63 realized $5,287 at our 2015 FUN Auction.

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20105 Massachusetts October 16, 1778 8d PCGS Gem New 65PPQ. 
The face plate for these extremely popular Codfish notes was engraved 
by Paul Revere, who also printed the faces. The backs were typeset and 
printed by Thomas Fleet. This is one of three examples graded at this 
third party level, with not a single piece grading higher. A large amount 
of selvage at left has been retained and this results in the extra decorative 
feature at far left and of the large “A” on the back at far right.

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20106 Massachusetts October 16, 1778 9d PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 
EPQ. 

A well preserved piece with four broad margins, exceptional paper qual- 
ity, and a bold signature. This note is tied with two others as the highest 
graded by the two major grading services. Part of the extreme popularity 
of this issue is because Paul Revere engraved the original plates and he 
also printed the faces. The pine tree on the back of this Codfish note is a 
cast cut with the backs being printed by Thomas Fleet.

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20107 Massachusetts 1779 4s PMG About Uncirculated 55. 

A really lovely, lightly circulated Rising Sun note. The overall eye appeal 
is excellent and is helped considerably by four nice, even margins. The 
back plate uses the same type and cast cuts as the Codfish issues, but the 
face plate is newly engraved by Paul Revere. Revere also printed the faces, 
and as with the previous Codfish issue, Thomas Fleet printed the backs. 
PMG has graded only one example equal and none higher, while PCGS 
has not graded a single example equal or higher.

The highest graded example to be examined by PCGS and PMG and it 
is without any equals as its nearest competitor is four grade points less. 

This piece is well 
printed, retains a bold signature, and displays exceptional eye appeal on 
both sides.

A well printed note with a face design that was engraved and printed by 
Paul Revere. Also, the margins are ample on all four sides and the note 
has the appearance of a higher grade. The rising sun vignette is far sharp- 
er than normal and the note is a great example of its type.

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20110 Massachusetts 1781 $16 PMG About Uncirculated 50 EPQ. 

We have handled a number of these items which were extremely rare 
until about 13 years ago when a small group (our best guess is about a 
dozen) turned up. This is one of those $16 notes. At the time, we sold 
three of those pieces in one sale, with the following description, “The 
entire issue is unpriced in Newman and noted as ‘Extremely Rare’ in 
Friedberg. Until this small group appeared, no examples were known of 
this $16 denomination, and the other denominations ($4, $6 and $8) were 
represented by one to three of each. These three notes turned up with 
a large group of canceled Massachusetts Guaranteed notes and a small 
group of high-grade Massachusetts fiscal paper. We know of two other 
pieces, also $16, that turned up with this group. All three of the pieces 
that we offer are essentially identical, varying only in centering. Had but 
a single piece turned up, it could well have realized $15,000 or more. With 
this small group all appearing at once, an accurate estimate is impossible. 
We are confident that these pieces will surely realize .. .” At that sale, the 
three pieces each realized between $5,400 and $6,600. Prices have sagged 
considerably since that time though they are still far from common.

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20111 Copper Printing Plate New Hampshire June 20, 1775 40s; 20s; 6s; 1s. 

New Hampshire June 20, 1775 copper printing plate comprising 40 shilling, 20 shilling, 6 shilling, and 1 shilling denominated engravings for the New 
Hampshire June 20, 1775 Treasury Notes, cut by the hand of John Ward Gilman. Authorized by the New Hampshire Provincial Congress, June 9, 1775, and man- 
dated to be similar in form, style, and content to the Colony of the Massachusetts Bay’s copperplate issue of May 25, 1775, which was engraved and printed by 
Paul Revere. The vignettes contained within each engraving were later modified circa 1855 by an unknown hand. 


The engravings of the four denominations for the New Hampshire June 20, 1775 issuance of £10,050 of indented Treasury Notes authorized by the June 9, 1775 
Resolve of the Provincial Congress are hand cut on the face of this rectangular copper plate. The back is blank. Measuring 13 inches high by 8 % inches wide, the 
plate has a thickness of .08 of an inch and a weight of 1256.5 grams. 


The uppermost engraving on the copper plate is of a forty shilling note. It contains ten lines of text entitling the possessor to receive out of the treasury, said sum 
of lawfull (sic) money on December 20,177_ , with interest at the rate of 6% per annum, or redeemed at the treasury prior to said date in full without interest. The 
engraving contains spaces within the text for the purpose of entering by hand upon the printed note, the serial numbers and unfilled numerals in the dates con- 
tained therein. Also, along the bottom there is a space for the signature of Ebenezer Thompson, and on an engraved line, a space for the signature of the Receiver 
General, Nicholas Gilman. Along the right side (the left side when printed), this topmost engraving contains a vignette consisting of a large spreading tree with 
crossed trunks. 
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Below the engraving for the 40 shilling note, the engravings for the 20 shilling, 6 shilling, and 1 shilling notes have been incised upon the plate, in descending 
order, with essentially the same form and text as the uppermost engraving, excepting changes for their respective denominations, ad slight spelling and punctua- 


tion changes, presumably made as an added complication in an effort to foil counterfeiters. Each denominated engraving also contains its own distinctive 
vignette. 


The vignette cut into the 20 shilling engraving is a stylized two leaf design upon irregular cross-hatching. The vignette within the 6 shilling engraving is of a 
squirrel upon a large tree branch. The 1 shilling engraving contains a vignette of a large leaning tree. All the vignettes are designed, in combination with the des- 
ignated space for the duplicate serial number above them, to result in a unique receipt for each Treasury Note after printing, numbering, and indenting. 


The creation of this printing plate was the result of the June 9, 1775 Resolve of the New Hampshire Provincial Congress, authorizing the printing of £10,050 in 
indented Treasury Notes. It was ‘Voted thet Ebr (Ebenezer) Thompson Esq (Esquire) & Coll (Colonel) Nich (Nicholas) Gilman be a Committee to procure the 
plates & see y (the) Notes struck off.” Furthermore, it was “Resolved, That the Receiver General of this Colony, appointed by this Congress be hereby impower’d 
(empowered) to give his Notes of hand on the faith of the Colony payble (payable) to the Possessor for the sum of ten thousand & fifty pounds of the present cur- 


rency or Lawfull money to be paid into the Treasury aforsd (aforesaid) by a Tax on the Polls & Estates of the Inhabitants of this Colony in the following manner, 
viz.” 


“Four Thousand pounds to be paid by the 20th Decr (December) wch (which) will be in the year of our Lord 1776, and six pr (per) cent Intt (interest) from the 
date, and the sum of three thousand and fifty pounds the 20th Decr (December) 1778, and the said Notes shall be struck by Copper plates, to be graved under the 
direction of this Congress, for the several sums following, to compleat (complete) said sum of Ten thousand & fifty Pounds, viz, Six Thousand Pounds in forty 
shilling Notes. Three Thousand Pounds in Twenty shilling Notes, nine hundred pounds in six shilling notes and one hundred & fifty pounds in one shilling 
notes: & the form of said Notes shall be in the following words (with such other devices as may be ordered by the Congress,) viz.”

The resolve then specifies the exact form of the printed notes: 


Colony of 
New Hamp* ' No: June S 1775. 


The possessors of this Note shall be entitled to Receive out of the Treas 
of this Colony the sum of . . . . shillings Lawfall money on the 2 
December 177 . . . with interest at the rate of six pr Cent pr Annum, 
and this Note shal) be Recetyed in all payments at the, Treasury at any 
time, after this date hereof for the principal sum without Int if so paid 
before the said 20 day of December. —_

The above specifications of the New Hampshire Provincial Congress are virtually identical to the specified requirements of the Massachusetts Bay Provincial 
Congress May 25, 1775 issuance of indented Notes engraved and printed by Paul Revere. New Hampshire is substituted for Massachusetts Bay, the issuance and 
payment dates are changed, and there are slight spelling differences in the text, such as “Entitled” rather than “Intitled.” However, it is clear that the New 
Hampshire Provincial Congress, in their June 9, 1775 Resolve, mandated a virtual copy of the Massachusetts design, apparently to facilitate acceptance and circula- 
tion of the currency. (It should be noted that although the New Hampshire Provincial Congress form specifies June 8, 1775 as the issue date, the copper plate was 
ultimately engraved June 20, 1775, presumably to facilitate the interest calculation.) 


On June 10, 1775, the New Hampshire Provincial Congress “Voted That All Bills of Credit on the faith of the Colony of the Massachusetts Bay have a free curren- 
cy in this Colony of New Hampshire.” The Congress further “Voted That Geo. (George) Frost Esqr (Esquire) be one of the committee with Ebenr (Ebenezer) 
Thompson Esqr (Esquire) instead of Colo (Colonel) Nichs (Nicholas) Gilman to procure the Plates, see the money struck off, signed & deliver’d (delivered) to the 
Receiver Genl (General).” This change in the committee was almost certainly due to the potential conflict of interest posed by Nicholas Gilman’s position as 
Receiver General. 


Because of the similarities of form, layout, and style of the two Massachusetts copperplate issues of May 25 and July 8, 1775, with the New Hampshire issue of July 
20, 1775, it has been assumed that Paul Revere was responsible for the engraving and printing of both colonies’ emissions. It is well established that Revere created 
the two Massachusetts issues. In Paul Revere’s Engravings, Clarence Brigham writes, “Revere submitted to the Congress his bill for engraving and printing the 
notes, on June 22, 1775. The original bill is in the Massachusetts Archives, Volume 157, number 477. It shows a charge for engraving four copper plates of the 
Province notes... The four plates comprised of the large plate for the £100,000 loan, and the three small plates for the soldiers’ pay notes.” 


“The nine engraved notes for soldiers pay were engraved on three plates - the 20, 14, and 6 shilling bills on one plate, the 10, 18, and 12 shilling bills on another 
plate, and the 16, 15, and 9 shilling bills on a third plate.” These were the three plates used to produce the Massachusetts May 25, 1775 copperplate issue. Revere, 
as directed by the Committee, later modified the date on these three plates in order to print the July 8, 1775 copperplate emission. 


The large plate for the £100,000 loan referred to, is for the issuance of Colony of Massachusetts Bay loan certificates authorized by the Provincial Congress on 
May 3, 1775. These bonds, engraved by Revere, contain a vignette of the Wampanoag chief, King Philip, and represent the very first attempt to finance the 
American Revolution. 


The three copper plates used for the May and July 1775 Massachusetts emissions were reused by Revere from previous engravings. His 1767 engraving of Harvard 
College was cut down and the back was engraved with the 20, 14, and 6 shilling denominations. The back of Revere’s 1770 engraving of the Boston Massacre was 
cut with the 10, 18, and 12 shilling denominations. The back of an engraving of Reverend Samuel Willard was cut with the 16, 15, and 9 shilling denominations. 
These printing plates remain in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts archives. Due to Revere’s thriftiness and the scarcity of copper, Revere commonly engraved 
each side of his copper plates. In hindsight, the fact that the back of the New Hampshire plate is blank, suggests that it was not produced by Revere. 


No primary sources have been found connecting Revere to the production of the New Hampshire issue. All links have been circumstantial, relating to form, style, 
and content. However, two new documents, recently discovered by Dr. Frank Mevers, head archivist of the New Hampshire State Archives, shed new light on who 
actually engraved and printed the New Hampshire issue. 


The first document shows committee authorization of payment to John Ward Gilman of £13 for the acquisition and engraving of the copper plate, and the print- 
ing of the notes. Dated 1775, it is titled, “The Colony of New Hampshire to George Frost & Ebenr (Ebenezer) Thompson Esq. 


A Committee appointed to get Treasury notes stamped ye Dr - - .” The section below itemizes the authorized payments by the committee totaling £31 - 4 - 0, (31 
Pounds, 4 shillings, and 0 pence). The first entry is, “To John Ward Gilman for cutting the Plate (&) Stamping ye £13 - 0 - 0.” Further items include remittances to 
various persons for binding and numbering the books of notes, and authorized payments. Thompson’s signature appears at the bottom. 


The second document is John Ward Gilman’s account to the committee and itemizes his various efforts to produce the printing plate, acquire and prepare the 
press, and perform the actual task of printing, for which he has paid £13 (as listed in the first document). The document heading states: “George Frost Ebenr 
(Ebenezer) Thompson Esq. Committee to get Colony Notes Printed, to John W Gilman.” To the left of this heading is 1775, with June 10 written below it. What 
follow are itemizations by Gilman for his efforts including: 11 shillings 6 pence for the plate, 6 shillings for his journey to Newburyport for the plate, 3 pounds for 
engraving the plate, 11 shillings 3 pence for a carriage with driver to transport the press from Newburyport to Exeter, 3 Pounds 15 shillings for his labor printing 
for 12 % days, 3 Pounds 12 shillings for his brother's labor of twelve days, 3 shillings for returning the press to Newburyport, and other items totaling 13 Pounds. 
Below Gilman’s itemization, next to the date July 6, 1775, is stated “a True acct Errors Expected.” The document is signed by Ebenezer Thompson and John Ward 
Gilman. The verso is a signed receipt by Gilman, dated July 11, 1775, acknowledging the payment of thirteen Pounds from Thompson.

These documents prove unequivocally that John Ward Gilman engraved and printed the New Hampshire June 20, 1775 issue of indented Treasury Notes and 
provide a detailed account of the labor involved. The Committee account records the payment for the engraving and printing by John Ward Gilman. It lists the 
payments for binding by Noah Emery and numbering by William Parker and John Taylor Gilman. Both George Frost and Ebenezer Thompson were paid for 17 
days at the rate of 8 shillings per day for planning and overseeing the printing of the Notes. These duties would have included security for the plate, the press, and 
the Treasury Notes. Frost and Thompson would also have been required to certify that no extra sheets were printed. 


John Ward Gilman’s account provides a narrative of his role in the production of New Hampshire's first endeavor to finance the cost of the Revolutionary War. 
He traveled to Newburyport on horseback in order to procure the copper plate; he hired a carriage and driver to make the journey to transport the press to Exeter 
and return it to Newburyport. The supplies he purchased are detailed: flannel, baize, whiting, coal, oil, and a plank for the press. Additionally, there was the cost 
of mending the press. The printing itself was a monumental task; it took John and his brother, Benjamin, a combined 24 % days of labor to complete. 


Purchases of paper and ink were recorded on a separate 1775 document, which was accomplished by Receiver-General Nicholas Gilman. On May 20th, one anda 
half quires of “best foolscap paper” were purchased. On June 19th, the account records the cost of “Frankfort Black for making money,” as well as the cost of an 
additional fifteen quires of paper. Since no New Hampshire paper money had been produced since 1763, it seems certain that the paper and ink purchased by 
Nicholas Gilman were used with this copper plate to produce the June 20, 1775 emission. 


John Ward Smith, a renowned silversmith and engraver, was born in Exeter in 1741 and resided there until his death in 1782. The various branches of the Gilman 
family had an illustrious and influential history in New Hampshire from its earliest days as a British colony. Generations of John’s family were accomplished arti- 
sans and metalworkers. Benjamin Clark Gilman, John’s brother, was also a silversmith; in addition, he engineered the water systems of Portsmouth and Exeter, 
New Hampshire and designed those of Boston and Salem, Massachusetts and New London, Connecticut. 


Like his contemporaries, Paul Revere of Boston and Amos Doolittle of New Haven, John was a silversmith, engraver, and patriot. Well known for his craftsman- 
ship, he fashioned buckles, spoons, seals, scabbards, and swords; the New Hampshire Historical Society possesses a rare sword and scabbard that Gilman made 
for Carr Leavitt, who served at the 1777 Battle of Bennington under General John Stark. In addition to signing a protest against the Stamp Act in 1765 and serv- 
ing in the militia in 1775, John contributed to the Revolutionary cause by marking and numbering guns and casting musket balls. He crafted both the Colony 
Seal and the first State Seal of New Hampshire. 


Gilman shared another specialty with Revere and Doolittle: they all engraved music on copper plates. In the latter part of the eighteenth century, there was a 
movement to improve psalm singing with education and practice in the various townships. To this end, a number of tunebooks containing music theory and 
compilations of sheet music were produced. In 1771, Gilman engraved, printed, and sold his own version of A New Introduction to Psalmody, the title page of 
which states, “The whole Engrav d on Copper-plates.” This is unequivocal evidence that Gilman had printing experience prior to 1775 and was capable of the task 
of printing the New Hampshire emission. Gilman also engraved a number of tunebooks printed by Daniel Bayley, the organist and choir leader of St. Paul’s church 
in Newburyport. It is probable that Bayley supplied the rolling press used in printing the New Hampshire issue of June 20, 1775. 


Between the time of the original usage of the plate in 1775 by the Colony of New Hampshire, and what is believed to be sometime in the decade of the 1850s, 
when the plate was used for an unofficial reprinting by Joshua Cohen, each vignette on the plate was modified be re-engraving and strengthening certain design 
features and adding others. It is apparent that the re-engravings on all four vignettes were cut with a heavier touch than the hand that created the original engrav- 
ings. 


The vignette within the forty shilling engraving has several extra branches added to the tree trunks, and another small bare tree added to the left of the main tree 
(to the right when printed). The vignette contained in the twenty shilling engraving has newly created top and bottom borders, the bottom border also having 
small diagonal lines added to it for approximately one third of its length. Multiple leaf tips and veins have been strengthened. Regarding the six shilling engrav- 
ing, no less than ten branches have been strengthened or added, and the squirrel’s face and tail have been reworked. As for the one shilling engraving, it appears 
that numerous leaves and twigs have been added and strengthened and another small bare tree has been placed to the right (left when printed) of the large lean- 
ing tree. Furthermore, the word “June” in the second line of the text has been partially effaced on each engraving. Why these modifications to the plate were done 
remains a mystery. 


How the plate came to be in the possession of Joshua Cohen (1801-1870) is also an unanswered question. According to Eric Newman in The Early Paper Money of 
America, “Dr. Joshua I. Cohen of Baltimore, Maryland, beginning in 1828, gathered the first extensive and scientific collection of early American paper money.” 
A prominent physician from a distinguished family, he belonged to a number of organizations including the Maryland Historical Society, the American 
Philosophical Society, and the Hebrew Benevolent Association; with his family, he participated in the cause of Jewish civil liberties. Dr Cohen also collected let- 
ters and documents of signers of the Declaration of Independence, members of the Continental Congress, and other prominent Americans. His brother, Colonel 
Mendes I. Cohen, possessed one of the largest American coin collections of his day. He was stationed at Fort McHenry during the bombardment, was involved in 
the family’s banking business, belonged to the Maryland Historical Society, and served in the Maryland legislature. 


From 1828 to 1865, Dr. Joshua Cohen amassed a collection of over 2,700 specimens of Colonial Currency. It sold in 1930, during the Depression for $8,250. Today, 
it is housed in the Henry Ford Museum. Cohen obtained the original plates for at least six different New Hampshire issues and made unofficial reprints. The 
other printing plates used for Dr. Cohen’s reprints are presumed to exist, but their whereabouts are currently unknown to the authors. It has been speculated that 
he received the June 20, 1775 plate, along with the other printing plates, from Dr. John E. Tyler, physician and superintendent of the New Hampshire Asylum for 
the Insane at Concord from 1852 to 1858. During Dr. Tyler’s previous six years of practice in Salmon Falls (now part of Rollinsford, NH), he represented the town 
in the State Legislature. The hospital in Concord was located quite near to the State House. Dr. Tyler’s relationships with his former fellow legislators may have 
enabled him to obtain the plates. Any connection with Joshua Cohen is unknown, although both were well-regarded physicians and may have been acquainted 
through colleagues or the professional and historical organizations with which they were affiliated. 


The significance of the 1775 New Hampshire Treasury Notes in numismatic and American history is as important to us today as it was to Joshua Cohen in the 
nineteenth century. The documents discovered in the New Hampshire State Archives provide clear and indisputable evidence that John Ward Gilman, rather 
than Paul Revere, was the engraver of the New Hampshire June 20, 1775 copper plate and printed the entire emission. It is notable that New Hampshire’s first 
emission of paper money to finance the American Revolution was produced in New Hampshire by one of her native sons.

This is only the third piece to come our 
way. It has edge splits, as mentioned on the holder, only one of which 
is visible and it is quite a bit longer than a simple edge split, very nearly 
reaching the opposing edge.

Only the second example of this very rare note that we have offered, with 
the first being the PCGS Apparent Fine 12 Eric Newman example that 
realized $940 in our October 2015 auction. The example in this lot faces 
up nicely for the third party grade. The net grade due to a backing, which 
in this instance, is a very rare example of Colonial era wallpaper. We have 
seen only one other note from an issue or colony with this type of back- 
ing. Years ago at Colonial Williamsburg this cataloger wandered into a 
conversation about hand-painted Colonial wallpaper and was told that 
examples were excessively rare and generally from the early Federal peri- 
od. The use on this note self dates this sizable fragment to the Colonial 
period.

This Thirty Shilling is listed in Newman as a counterfeit, but this issue 
has always traded hands at the same price for both genuine and counter- 
feit examples. There is some difference of opinion among experts as to 
whether these were actual counterfeits or an unauthorized contemporary 
reissue. The signatures have always appeared to this cataloger to be quite 
genuine and identical to those found on issues for which no counterfeits 
exist. The note is a solid AU with a very nice appearance. Both major 
grading services have inspected only one example that grades higher, 
with no others at this level.

There are three very bold, vanity style signatures in the charac- 
ter of the period. The Johannes DePeyster signature in particular flows artistically under the obligation. There are two plate positions with different styles. This 
is ‘b’ with ‘Shillings’ on the second line, “C’ in Colony skewed upwards, and the ‘Governour’ spelling. A very bold example with deep, natural embossing; well 
margined, and quite full. This is a PPQ note, but with noted ‘Minor Ink Erosion in Signature’ categorizing it as Apparent. That ink ‘flaw’ is virtually undetect- 
able. This is a handsome, early note and one of the finest we have handled.” This piece happens to be the same variety with the same diagnostics described for the 
Newman piece.

When we offered this newly surfaced New York note in our 2011 FUN auc- 
tion, we noted that it was, “Unique to our best knowledge and one of the 
most significant Colonial notes to be discovered in the last several decades. 
This entire issue is extraordinarily rare. We know of only two pieces, both of 
which appeared in Stack’s October 2006 sale, a 5 shillings note graded Very 
Fine which realized $12,650 and a £1 graded Fine which realized the same 
amount. Although the grade is only Fine, every word of the text and every 
line of the design remains clear. The face design is identical to the 5s note 
pictured in Newman, except for some minor rearrangement of the border ele- 
ments and of course the denomination. The signatures are also the same. The 
back design is entirely different. A vignette of a standing woman representing 
Justice holding scales in her left hand is seen. Until the appearance of this 
note, not even the design of this denomination was known to the collecting 
community. The PCGS assigned grade of Fine 15 seems exactly accurate and 
the note is fully free of repairs, restorations, or problems of any kind.” Today, 
it remains the only example graded by either service and the only specimen 
of any denomination from the rare 1788 issue that we have ever offered. Over 
seven years ago, it realized $5,175 and we see no reason why this unique piece 
should not fetch that number again.

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d Bove A. Gray’s dedication and perseverance have led to one of the most 
spectacular North Carolina Colonial paper money collections ever assembled. 
The collection is full of highlights and begins with a contemporary counterfeit from 


the November 27, 1729 issue. Without a doubt, his crowning achievement is a com- 


plete collection of notes from the April 2, 1776 “at Halifax” issue, which arguably 


contains the most interesting of all Colonial notes. There are 56 distinct vignette 
types (seen at the lower left of each note), ranging from $1/16 to $20 denominations. 
Completion of all 56 types is a supreme challenge. To our best knowledge, only 
three sets have ever been completed: Bob Vlack completed a set in the early 1980s, 
after decades of searching; Eric Newman owned all 56; and the set being offered 
as part of The Thomas A. Gray Collection of North Carolina Colonial Currency is 
the third. Bob’s set was never auctioned and Newman's was divided among several 
sales. We believe this to be the first time a complete set has ever been offered in a 
single auction. Mr. Gray acquired examples of each note variety from a number of 
issues and virtually all of the notes from several others, beginning with the March 
9, 1754 issue, as well as several complete sheets. Among the latter is a complete sheet 
of April 23, 1761 notes with denominations ranging from 5s to 20s. The collection 
also includes a number of notes that are either extremely rare or are unique, among 
them a 1780 $50 Independence note from the “Smallpox” issue, a May 17, 1783 2s 
Corinthian column note, and a December 29, 1785 5s “Ship near fort” example. A

Even after typeset methods were employed to print notes, counterfeiting 
was a major problem. In “A Brief History of North Carolina Money,” Neil 
Fulghum writes, “Legislation passed by North Carolina’s assembly in 
1745 required that for a first offense, anyone convicted of forging, alter- 
ing, or knowingly passing counterfeit bills would publicly ‘stand in the 
Pillory for the space of two hours, have his ears nailed to the same and cut 
off’ After a second conviction, the offender would be summarily executed 
‘without benefit of Clergy.”

We have only handled two 1 shilling notes from this 
issue, a Good example of the bear variety that had large pieces missing 
along with other problems and this swan note which realized $2,300 
when it made its first appearance with us back in our FUN 2005 sale. We 
called it About New then and mentioned the issues that PCGS cited when 
assigning the apparent grade- minor ink erosion, small edge splits, hinge 
remnants on the back, and minor stains. A very rare note that we would 
expect to hammer above the previous level since collectors in today’s 
market are more conscious of quality and rarity. The current edition of 
Friedberg seems more representative of the actual scarcity of these notes 
than does Newman as it lists them as ‘Rare’ in Very Fine, with no value 
listed in that grade or higher.”

Not all of the $16 notes had been printed for the 1778 issue, etc., however only $50 notes were authorized for 
this issue due to inflation. According to Watson in Money and Monetary Problems in Early North Carolina, in 1778 the paper notes circulated at a rate of 3.5 to 
1 for specie. A mere two years later, when this issue was authorized, the rate had increased to 6 to 1 (by 1782 that had increased to a staggering 600 to 1). Richard 
Cogdell stated that “A string of Fish which used to cost 12d is now 1920d, or 20 Dollars.” 


The only change from the 1778 notes was the 1780 date on the back, with the August 8, 1778 date remaining on the face. There were three different varieties of 
$50 notes. This is the variety with the motto, “Independence.” Only 498 examples were printed of each of the three varieties and the present piece is the only 
one of the issue that we have ever handled.

The note itself 
is a real honey grading right at the cusp of fully uncirculated with strong 
signatures, excellent margins, and a wonderful overall appearance. The

The vignette for this denomination, a Corinthian column, is tall and narrow, a size and shape 
not generally seen on Colonial notes. The Latin motto is IN RECTO DECUS, which Newman translates as, “Honor in the right.” The italic grade was assigned for 
restorations and frayed edges. Both of which are accurate although the overall appearance is that of a VF. The signatures are virtually gone, but the important 
vignette is untouched, clear, and complete.

Much of the face text is uneven or 
poorly lettered. The “agreeable” in the fourth line and “huudred” in the 
last stand out. The back has uneven printing with some voids between 
letters. A single penned endorsement is found. Endorsements often 
appear on other suspected counterfeits of this denomination.

There are 
known counterfeits of the higher denominations from this issue. The 
difference on this denomination, according to Newman, is that the sec- 
ond “S” in the second “SHILLINGS” has a much larger top than bottom. 
Also, the text is engraved rather than typeset. Edge and internal splits 
along with staining on the back at right led to the apparent grade. All 
of the notes from this issue are listed in Newman without any values. 
The Friedberg book is also without any values, simply the phrase “very 
rare.” The vignette at left is Angel Gabriel and the church. The printer 
was Thomas Davis, the son of previous printer James Davis. The warn- 
ing on these notes was “Counterfeiters Beware” rather than “Death to 
Counterfeit.” John Hunt was the signer of this piece. The notes from this 
issue and the subsequent, the last of the North Carolina Colonial issues, 
also printed by Thomas Davis, remained in circulation until 1816 which 
explains their low survival rate. Part XV of the Ford sale included three 
denominations from this issue, but not a 40 shillings example. The two 
somewhat comparable notes in appearance in that sale brought a bit over 
$1000 each in October 2006.” That was the description we used for a 
PCGS Apparent Very Fine 20 note in our 2012 FUN auction that realized 
a touch over $1,000. This PCGS italicized 15 note has superior eye appeal 
to that piece.

At left is the Phoenix vignette with the motto, 
MELIOR RESURGIO, which translates as, ‘I return improved.’ Border cuts are all around. Signed crisply by Absalom Tatom and John Hunt. The back is perpen- 
dicular to the face with text and ornaments. Broadly margined on three sides and complete at the left. The surfaces are immaculate and the handling light. A 
museum-caliber note that exceeds the condition of even the highest-grade Boyd collection shilling note. Illustrated on the color plates on page 52 of the Newman 
reference.

The series has an interesting two-sided printing with a vignette at the left face and the Thomas Davis 
imprint on the back. The 20 shillings vignette is an intricate version of the angel Gabriel blowing his trumpet while above a church. The face is bright and three 
margins are wide. The italic grade was assigned for minor restorations. The restorations do not reveal themselves under close inspection and the note has the 
appearance of a wholesome problem free Very Fine. Our Newman example piece graded 45 Apparent with a missing corner and rust stains. That note realized a 
shade over $3,000. This note should do as well or better. It is several points lower in grade, but has a far more pleasing appearance.

The notes from this issue, as well as the prior issue, were redeemable until late 1816, which as Newman points out was 29 years after the issu- 
ance of Bills of Credit by States was prohibited by the U.S. Constitution. This very lightly handled note with a Justice vignette retains a bold serial number and 
the signatures of Absalom Tatom and John Hunt. Tatom (1742-1802) served in a number of public service roles during his lifetime. He rose to the rank of captain 
in the Continental Army during the Revolutionary War. Three years after signing this note, Tatom was a delegate to the convention which considered ratification 


of the U.S. Constitution. Seventy-four men were invited to serve as delegates, 55 actually attended part of the convention, and 39 signed the document. Tatom was 
an attendee, but not a signer. 


This piece is tied with one other for the finest yet graded by PCGS for the entire eight-denomination issue, the other piece being 2s6d. PMG does not differenti- 
ate between genuine notes and counterfeit examples in their census. An extremely rare note in any grade, with this the finest of the lot. The issue is unpriced 
in Newman, but they cite some auction records: a VF Forty Shillings realized $3,220 in October of ‘06, and an XF 1s realized over $7,000 in May of “05. In 
September 2009, we sold a PMG 50 for $7,475. This PCGS 55PPQ should easily break the previous record for this type.

The issue is unpriced in Newman, but they cite some auction records: a VF Forty Shilling realized $3,220 in October of ‘06, 
and an XF 1s realized over $7,000 in May of ‘05. This lovely AU 50 is flawless, without a hint of a problem of any sort. It certainly seems to be a candidate for the 
55 grade. The signatures are clear, as is the serial number, and the note is beautifully margined on the face and only slightly less so on the back. One of the high-

Other than for Continentals, test specimens and/or counterfeit detector notes are nearly unheard of in Colonials. This is certainly the first example of this issue 
that we have ever seen and only the first or second PCGS has handled. It is broadly margined, well printed, and seemingly on the same blue lightly fibered stock 
that was used for Continental detectors. Minor restorations listed for the italic grade. Far rarer than the note itself which is extremely rare. Very, very difficult to 
estimate.

Since the Colonial paper 
money was worthless, these certificates could be redeemed for the equiv- 
alent currency due, and paid interest from a specified date; they usually 
were payable for taxes and other state government obligations. In a way, 
they acted as retroactive loan forms. While we are not exactly certain, we 
believe these were likely included in the federal assumption plan of 1790. 
The italic grade on this note was assigned due to, “Restorations; Edge 
Tear at Top Left of Center.”

Essentially these were IOUs from the state promising back pay due to 
Revolutionary War soldiers. In 1790 the Federal Government assumed 
the debts of most of the states and many soldiers received at least partial 
back pay. According to Anderson, “Because of irregularities attending 
this issue, these certificates were excluded from the Federal assumption 
plan in 1790.” A simplification of that statement would read, “Tough 
luck.” This piece received the italic grade due to, “Repairs; LR Corner 
Replaced.” A PCGS 40 example sold for $2,585 in our January 2015 FUN 
auction.

The Newman book values these at $4,500 in Fine, with no higher 
grade given. The Friedberg catalog simply notes the entire issue as very rare, 
with no price for any grade.”

Their scarcity is due to the fact that only a single issue was emitted, and that issue, authorized in February of 1781, had its legal tender status revoked after a 
little more than a year in circulation. The scarcity was increased by the fact that these notes retained their validity for tax payments, but the Treasury was denied 
the right to re-issue the bills, and they were burnt when received for taxes. On this note all of the printing and the signatures remain bold. This is a much rarer 
denomination and an extremely respectable example. The italic grade was assigned due to a rebuilding of the right edge. This example is number 140 of the 3,600 
pieces that were issued. The signers were Thomas Porter and Ebenezer Walbridge. According to the PMG Population Report, they have graded only a single 20 
shillings, a Fine 12. PCGS has graded 5 examples, none of which appear in the population report as all five of them were italic or apparent. It is a pretty safe bet 
that this 40 is the best of them. The motto on the face shows a scale of justice, with the words, “Vermont Calls For Justice,” a reference to the fact that Vermont 
was not included in the original group of colonies and joined later to become number fourteen. The repairs to the edge are fairly decent from the face, but less so 
from the back. Re-repaired with the proper hands, this already outstanding Vermont note would be significantly heightened in value and appearance.

When we first sold this great piece in January of 2006 we described it, “This is bar none the single rarest Virginia note that CAA has handled in our 40+ sales. 
It’s the first Virginia note dated prior to 1771 that we have handled. All early Virginias are excessively rare, and to have one available in high grade is an oppor- 
tunity that no serious collector of this colony's notes can afford to let pass. The note is well margined, boldly signed and problem free save for extremely minor 
edge splits. Truly rare Colonial Currency is one of the most overlooked and underpriced areas in numismatics. It can be decades between opportunities to buy a 
note of this caliber.” Both times the note realized right around $5,500, a figure that should easily be equaled tonight. It now resides in a PCGS 35 italic holder that 


mentions repaired edge tears.

Formerly part of the Eric P. Newman col- 
lection, this excessively rare branch proof features two interesting vignettes 
not seen elsewhere; a portrait of a male which has resisted all efforts to iden- 
tify the subject and an intricate vignette designed exclusively for this branch

This is a must-have grouping for the Connecticut collector or for the collector interested in the history of bank note printing in antebellum America. The 
Winsted Bank of Winsted, CT was organized in 1848 and continued in business for two decades until closing in 1868. This grouping documents the order- 
ing of the bank’s first series of notes in 1848-49. Two letters from Danforth & Hufty, addressed to the President of the bank, George Dudley, cover a wide 
range of details including the approval of proofs, selection of bank note paper, how many notes to print, and even opinions on who might make a good 
Cashier for the bank. Also included is the original wrapper that the proofs were sent in when they were transmitted to Dudley from New York. The let- 
ters are in pristine condition, literally as nice as the day they were written in 1849. 


The proofs themselves are all printed directly on cardstock and are in essentially the same condition as when they were made. Condition certain- 
ly averages Crisp Uncirculated or better. There is some very minor foxing and the G18 $5 has a short cut in the bottom margin through one of 
the POCs. Notes on this bank are rare with only one appearance of one of these first issue notes in our past auctions. While proofs of 
these notes did appear in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, the proofs offered here have provenance back to 1849 and the documentation to prove it. 


It is difficult to place a value on a grouping like this, but the numismatic and historical significance would seem to indicate that a price of at least $4,000 is about 
right.

A stunning 1830s period proof and in an exceptional grade not often encoun- 
tered from the period. This piece boasts a Newman Collection pedigree 
and is one of two known to us. This high denomination Bank of Delaware 
rarity is a deeply inked and strongly printed India paper proof engraved 
by Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty. At top center is Liberty holding a 
shield with a ribbon inscribed “CHARTERED 1796”; at lower left is a ship 
in an oval; at lower right, Hope rests her arm on an anchor.

It saw considerable com- 
bat in 1864, taking part in actions in Georgia, Tennessee, and Alabama 
before being decimated at the Battle of Nashville, where, on the afternoon 
of December 30, 1864, the unit was surrounded when the left flank of the 
Confederate line was breached by cannon fire. Nearly all of the regiment’s 
troops were killed, wounded or captured, removing the unit as an effec- 
tive fighting force.

This Western note certainly adds to the diversity of the Art Davidson 
$100 note collection and is a classic type. A rare Idaho Territorial issue by 
B.M. DuRell & Co. of Idaho City which is a private scrip issue and a tran- 
sitional piece to the issuance of National Bank Notes in Idaho. Benjamin 
M. DuRell was born about 1830 in either Maine or Massachusetts. He 
came west to California in about 1849, then went north to St. Helens, 
Oregon in 1853, where he built a flour and sawmill. When that was 
destroyed by fire, he moved to Salem, where he built a large packing plant 
and a second sawmill. A disastrous flood during the winter of 1861-1862 
again put him out of business, and he headed for the Idaho gold fields. 
On his way to Idaho in 1862, he met Christopher Moore and the two 
began hauling goods to the mines in Auburn, Oregon. In the spring of 
1863 they brought supplies to Boise, selling some from their wagons 
and hauling the rest to the Snake River for sale to Owyhee miners. The 
partners opened several stores, including B.M. DuRell & Co. in Boise and 
Idaho City. The stores offered banking services as well as merchandise, 
and this financial activity led DuRell and Moore to join with three other 
investors (including Territorial Governor David Ballard) to organize the 
First National Bank of Idaho in 1866. The bank was granted a charter on 
March 11, 1867 and opened for business in the rear of DuRell’s Boise store 
on June 6, 1867. A branch was soon opened in the Idaho City store as well. 
DuRell sold his interest in the bank in 1872, and moved to Utah, where 
he organized the Salt Lake City NB of Utah. Lithographic printing on 
both sides with the Freedom statue at the left as seen on the first Demand 
Notes. We have only handled one other $100 note issued by DuRell & Co., 
and know of only a few others, all closely held. PCGS Apparent Fine 12, 
with some minor repairs, but a note with a great story of the early West 
and a true transitional piece between private issue scrip and National 
Currency.

Although 
notes from the first issue were signed and issued, notes from the second 
issue never were. The town’s name was originally “Commerce,” but it was 
changed to “Nauvoo” which means “beautiful place” in Hebrew. Joseph 
Smith, Jr. claimed in 1841 that he received a revelation that he needed to 
build a house in Nauvoo that would serve as “a resting-place for the weary 
traveler.” Smith placed the original manuscript of the Book of Mormon 
in the cornerstone of the building in 1841. Construction was stopped in 
1844 in order to concentrate on building the Nauvoo Temple. The former 
Nauvoo House hotel was eventually completed and still exists to this day.

Very broadly margined with only 
some card handling seen only with scrutiny. Underrated type in our view 
with unquestioned style.

At the bottom left, a man at a wharf holds the flagpole of the stars and stripes, 
which partially drapes him. There is a star on each collar point. The verso 
shows penned endorsements. We would think there are only a few known of 
a type like this, and it is listed as a Rarity-7 (1-5 known on the SPMC scale) in 
the catalogs.

Simultaneously, the other group of elders (led by Oliver Cowdery) went 
to Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty in Philadelphia to contract for 
engraved plates, proofs and the sheet printing from the four plates pur- 
chased. Having the plates engraved and printed was easily accomplished. 
However, officials at the State Capitol in Columbus required specie or 
other collateralization to protect the circulation and denied the charter. 
Regardless, their notes were already printed and ready to issue, and the 
bank began operations. The vast majority of Kirtland notes, from $1 to 
$100, were dated and emitted in March 1837. The bank, of course, did 
not survive the nationwide bank panic in 1837, although Smith had guar- 
anteed the notes would one day “be as good as gold.” The lack of specie 
caused the bank’s failure, which was a large factor in the Mormon migra- 
tion from Ohio to their eventual settlement in Utah. PMG grades this 
note Very Fine 20 noting a minor repair.

A very important rail road currency and very sharp looking. Full orange 
frame around with lithographed by American Bank Note Co. imprint.

Green back with stock option clause in center. This scrip dates from the 
1870s, and was used to finance the construction of the railroad, being 
convertible at maturity, at the owner's option, to capital stock of the 
company.

However, only a few have survived over 
the years. There is not an imprint, but Johnston’s engraving office was in 
Boston. Measurements are approximately those of an Obsolete note. A split 
in the Democratic Party occurred at a meeting in Tammany Hall on October 
29, 1835. The local newspapers called the anti-monopolist faction “Locofocos” 
and this name became affixed to the entire Democratic Party up until the 
1840s. “Locofoco” was a type of early friction match. The name became a part 
of American political history when New York Jacksonians used such matches 
to light candles in order to continue a meeting after Tammany Hall men had 
tried to break up the gathering by turning off the gaslights. Detailed drawings 
and text on this note are classic political satire. The top center vignette has a 
sinister cat with the face of Vice President/future President Martin Van Buren 
sitting on a bed of bank deposits, while riding a “200,000 Jack Ass Power” 
wagon. This “juggernaut” is being pulled by the “Locofocos” who are wear- 
ing their yokes of “office.” President Jackson and “John Bull” of England take 
in this sight with delight. The far right panel has old maid President Jackson 
trampling the “Vote of Congress,” “Common Sense,” and “People’s Rights,” 
while holding the “Constitution” and having a “Veto” near at hand. The far 
left panel has a jackass with President Jackson’s face and immediately follow- 
ing this beast of burden is a Martin Van Buren faced monkey who is cleaning 
up behind the jackass in an inventive way.

This second partial war- 
rant is also territorial in nature as its location is “Burlington, Iowa” and it is dated over five years before Iowa gained statehood in December 1846. This item was 
encapsulated by PMG, but not graded.

These 
instruments were the culmination of a long struggle by veterans to 
obtain payment of bonuses originally promised in 1922 by Congress for 
service in the World War I. Successive presidential vetoes through the 
years would keep the bonus from being paid. However, the “Bonus Army,” 
whose march on Washington, DC ended in a contentious melee when 
regular army troops commanded by then Colonel Douglas MacArthur 
ousted them from their campground in 1932, formed and campaigned 
for their promised bonus to be issued, which it was finally after Congress 
overrode President Roosevelt’s veto in 1936. These bonds were given 
upon application only to veterans of the Great War, in an amount based 
on length of service, at home or overseas, and between specified dates. 
The bonds were redeemable only by the veteran or his estate, with each 
bond containing space on the back for four fingerprints from the right 
hand of every applicant for payment, a feature we have seen on no other 
government obligation of any kind. The final maturity date was June 15, 
1945, and they drew no interest unless held for one year. This example 
is neatly centered within four margins and boldly embossed.
